THE ALLEGED COMPROMISE. 

New Yorx, Aug. 19.—The following are pub- 
lished as the facts of the alleged compromise 
spoken of last week: 

On returning to Brooklyn, Moulton, under the 
provocation of being referred to as a black - 
mailer, did prepare a long statement, composed 
mainly of his own recollections cf the various 
events of the scandal, and his own assertions 
that Beecher and Mrs. Tilton had made confes- 
sions of adultery to him, but unsupported by 
any documents other than those which he sub- 
sequently submitted to the Committee, and one 
other, which has been described by Beecher’s 
lawyer as manufactured. When he pre- 
pared this statement, Moulton denounced 
Beecher te a correspondent of a Western news- 
paper, who, next day, telegraphed his state- 
ments to his paper, and they were there pub- 
lished on the very day when Moulton submitted 
bis short statement containing none of the grav- 
est allusions. Mr. Kingsley, of the Brooklyn 
bridge notoriety, had wrought this sudden change 
in Moulton’s purpose during the Sunday which 
intervened between his talk with the correspond- 
ent and his informal talk with the Committee. 
Kingsley met at Mr. Moulton’s house Moulton 
himself, his father, Franklin Woodruff, and 
two or three other persons. Kingsley communi- 
cated to the friends of Moulton that the 
latter's own safety was at stake. It was finally 
decided that Moulton should not attack Beecher, 
or confirm Tilton, further than by the submis- 
mom of the pa pers called for. Gen. Butler read 
the long statement, the same night, and advised 
ite suppression for further use. As a conse- 


vice, Moulton changed statement, but 
forgot to alter the correspondent’s 
Kingsley's only suggestion of money to 


the effect that “Tilton need nos want for 
money; he could have $5,000 if he named it.” 
No friend or counsel of Beecher in any way au- 
thorized or countenanced the efforts of a com- 
promise. It was purely a volun interference 
on his part, and was destine:i for protection 
of Moulton.

TILTON’S ANSWER TO BEECHER. 
From the New York Herald, Aug. 18. 

Mr. Tilton has promised to make a reply to 
Mr. Beecher after Mr. Moulton bas spoken. It 
will be found, however, that the outline of that 
reply is given below. It was communicated to a 
friend of Mr, Tilton’s on Sunday for publication, 
and is in every line indorsed by Mr. Tilton as 
his answer to the defense of the Plymouth 
pastor. It attacks some of the incidental de- 
tails of Mr. Beecher's statement, and only ren- 
ders it more imperative that Mr. Moulton should 
explain what Mr. Tilton alleges he is entirely 
ignorant of : 

Mrs. Tilton did not make her confession as 
Mr. Beecher states it. She made it July 3, 1870. 
She was not sick or feebie; she was in perfect, 
robust health. She had been five weeks in the 
country; no one called her home, no one expect- 
ed her. Within one hour after she came into 
the house she entered Mr. Tilton’s room, and 
made a full, clean confession. No conversation 
called it out; no allusion bad been made to the 
subject of the confession. Up to that hour Mr. 
Tilton had no suspicions of anything wrong be- 
tween his wife and Mr. Beecher, and that was 
six mouths before the time named by Mr. 
Beecher. The ground of the confession was not 
the sin committed, but the wretchedness and 
degradation arising from the deception practiced. 
The confession was repeated to the mother (Mrs. 
Morse), and to others whose names are men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Tilton denies that he went to Mg. Beecher 
to have him intercede with Bowen. There was 
no need of any intercession. The. scene in the 
locked chamber was on the 30th of December. 
Five days before, Tilton had made with Bowen 
two contracts, each running for five years. By 
the one he was to edit the Union, by the other 
he was to correspond for the Independent, the 
salary in each case to be $5,009 a year. The day 
after (Dec. 31) the apology was given, Tilton re- 
ceived from wen a letter breaking his con- 
tracts, and Mr. Beecher did the deed. 

Mr: Tilton denies that he received any mone 
from Mr. Beecher. In only two cases coul 
Mr. Beecher have paid a dollar. If he paid 
money in either case, Mr. Tilton knew noth- 
ing about it. In the one case, a capital 
was formed for the Golden Age. Tilton 
put in some money. Frank Moulton put in 
from $5,000 to $8,000. If Mr. Beecher paid 
in auy money Tilton never heard of it till Beech- 
er's statement came out. The other case was 
money paid for the education of a young girl 
sent out West, She wasa waif—an illegitimate 
child. She was taken into Mr. Tilton’s house 
out of charity. She found out the confession.

Reporter—Has she ever confided to you the 
cause of the hostility of Bishop Foley ?

This much she has said to me,—that 
her troubles were not the result of anytbin 
wrong in the Church; that her confidence in 
leve for the Church were unshaken, but there 
were bad and wicked men ih the Church, whose 
evil deeds brought discredit upon the Catholic 
religion. 

Re rter—Do you with your wife in the 
behef that there is a plot directed against Mother 
Ferdinand?

to make a flying drill of some cars on the siding, 
and take them vo Philadelphia. I did not know 
the extra was coming, did not look for any 
tram. When I first saw it it was at the bend of 
the curve, and I kaew I would not have time to 
prevent an accident. I closed the switch nearest 
to me, and then ran to the other, but was too 
late, as the engine was there before me, and in a 
second had crashed into the train.” 

Mr. Toorn is about 55 years of age, and was 
so confused at the time your correspondent saw 
him that he made all sorts of confused afiswers 
to the interrogatories made. 

Between the above statement and that of the 
fireman of the train there seems to be a wide 
difference, and it would seem to throw a consid- 
erable part of the blame upon the switcli-tender. 

ANOTHER STATEMENT. 

Mr. John Shenecker, of West Philadelphia, 
was on the first train that passed the wreck at 
Cornwell's, and was able to give a general de- 
scription of the scene, which is as follows: 

We were running rapidly down from Bristol, 
and had been N time, when we were 
all startled by the ieks of the locomotive for 
‘down brakes,’ and the train soon came toa 
stand-still. We thought that some accident to 
the locomotive had occurred, anda rush of peo- 
ple was made at once for the plasform, and 
within five minutes at least half of the passen- 
gers—the male por:ion—were on the track. We 
saw ahead a great crowd of people and the wreck 
of a train. ead from our locomotive a red 
flag had been stuck near the track, and this was 
what brought the engineer to stop the train. I 
went up, and soon learned from the excited peo- 
ple, of whom there were hundreds. that 
a passenger train from Philadelphia had 
been wrecked. I soon saw all myself. 
There had been 2 coal train standing on a sid- 
ing, and it seems that the switch-tender, not 


anticipating the passing of an up-train as that 


hour, not made the proper connection with 
the main track. The consequence was, that 
when the passenger train came aleng with full 


speed—running at the rate, they said, of 30 
miles—the switchman was ao excited he did not 
know what to do, and the excursion train, run- 


ning off on the siding. smashed into the coal 


cars. The force muss have been terrific. The 
locomotive had been forced up on some of the 
coal cars, and then fell over,a perfect wreck, tae 
steam shrieking from it. The first passenger 
car had been run through by the secoad, or 


** telescoped,” ag you would call it, and the 


others immediately following struck each other 


with such tremendvus violence as to have their 


froute all amashed. The wreck of the locomo- 
tive and three of the passenger cars was com- 
plete. Around the scene was gathered a crowd 
of people who had, just as we arrived, completed 
the rescue of ail those who had beea injured by 
the collision. Two persons I know were kilied 
outright, for I saw the bodies, and ina a house 
pear at band the doctors, of whom there were 
several, were attendiog the injured. In this 
house there was one man who died while I was 
there, and another person who could not live— 
so it was said. There were a number of men 
and womea rushing frantically about—their faces 
bruised, and some vieeding—who did not seem 
to pay any attention to taeir own injuries in 
their zeal to learn whether their relatives or 
friends had been hurt. I talked with one 
getitieman who was on the excursion 
train. He described the scene in the cars 
before the disaster. All were in the highest 
spirits, vividly anticipating the pléasures 
they believed in store for them, when 
the terrible shock came. It hurled them all for- 
ward, and immediately came the crash of 
breaking timbers and the shrieks of the wound- 


This sudden transition was beyond the 


power of description. By the time our tram 
arrived at the scene a large force of mea were 
engaged in clearing the tracks forthe other 
trains. This was about 9:30 or 10 o'clock, Ina 
short time the main track was cleated of the 
debris, and the excursion train moved off on to 
a siding, to let an up-train by. This train pass- 
ed us, having stopped long enough to permit a 
large number of the excursionists to take seats 
in it, for they were still determined to go on to 
New York. Our train then passed on to Phil- 
adelphia. We brought a large load of the dis- 
appointed and distracted party, and a number of 
the injured. About twenty-five persons were 
inj ured, but only about ten seriously. Two were

On Sunday evening last, at Grace Cathedral, 
Bishop Henry W. Lee delivered a very interest- 
ing address with reference to the late Bishop 
Whitehouse, of illinois. He took for the foun- 
dation of his remarks the words. Your Fathers, 
Where Are They?” Confining himseif to the 
Fathers or Bishops of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States, he stated that, of 104 conse- 
crated since the Revolutionary War, fifty-three 
bave passed away; thirty-five having deceased 
gince the consecration of Bishop Whitehouse, in 
November, 1851; aud four having died within the 
last twelve months. The list o Bisnops is made 
in the order of their consecration ; -so that sur-

The late Bishop of Illinois. successor to that 
brave old Father of our Church, and the pioneer 
Bishop of the West, Philauder ‘Chase, has been 
called away in the midst of his work, and now 
1e8.8 from his rs. He was very prominent 
in the Cburch, distinguished for his learniug 
and accomplishments, and very abundant in his 
Official labore. His fatal illness, it was thought, 
was either occasioned or aggravated by his re- 
cent extra work in the vacant diocese of Wiscon- 
sin, in the heat of midsummer, and in addition 
to his ordinary care of his own diocese. He 
passedquietly away, without any of the agonies of 
death, and a placid smile settled upon his coun- 
tenance, giving him the appearance of one tak- 
ing rest in sleep, or of one rejoicing to be de- 
livered from the burden of the flesh and about 

to be forever with the Lord.

It does not re- 
quire a magnanimous spirit to make free with 
other people's money; and, as the Democrats of 
Tennessee do not probably own collectively $1,000 
in bonds, the strict integrity of their motives 
may be suspected. Such men as these can never 
be of real assistance to the cause of revenue 
reform, and they might well have omitted all 
mention of so worthy an enterprise in conjunc- 
tion with a scheme of plunder.

The Chicago Times has again been borrowing 
some job-oflice type with which to announce 
another special train enterprise. Last time 
it was a train of empty cars run by the North- 
western Railroad to Clinton, the common use of 
which was extended to all the newspapers. This 
time the “special train” is a regular milk train 
which runs from Turner’s Junction to Algonquin, 
on the Fox River Braoch of the Galena Division. 
This train was caught last Sunday by the out- 
going train from Chicago, and the managers of 
the Northwestern Railway have very kindly 
changed the time, so that the Sunday edition of 
Tun TRIBUNE may be regularly delivered in the 
cities and towns of Fox River Valley as far as 
Algonquin. Hitherto the train which will de- 
liver the Sunday papers has been a milk train ; 
but, if the Times succeeds in sending any of its 
papers along, it will henceforth be a milk-and- 
water train. 


The resolutions of the Republican Convention 
in Peunsylvania yesterday are chiefly noticeable 
for a prudent reticence in regard to the cur- 
rency question. Thus the party is declared 
to be in favor of free banking, and a voi- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the 
necessities of the people,” and at the same time 
it abides by the National Repubhean platform 
of 1872, which promises à return to specie- 
payments at the earliest practicable day.” 
The necessities of the people is soothing 
language, and so is the reiteration of the specie- 
payment declaration; when taken together in 
this connection, they mean everything or nothing. 
One thing the Convention did speak of unequivo- 
cally, and that was the proposed Treaty of Reci- 
procity with Canada. That was condemned with- 
outa saving clause. Whatever else they may 
be, the Pennsylvania Republicans will always 
be ironical lovers of their country. 


Republicaocs are ungrateful. This is becoming 
an axiom in American politics, anda fine appli- 
cation of it has been made by the party in Penn- 
Sylvania. Consider how Gen. Grant pulled 
Pennsyivania through in October, 1872; and 
then measure the black ingratitude of the Re- 
publican Convention yesterday, which voted 
down with loud shouts of disapproval a resolu- 
tion looking to bis nomination fora third term.

ranft. We are not in a mood to be sur- 
prised at anything the Republican party 
in Pennsylvania may do, but the presen- 
tation of Mr. Hartranft for the Presi- 
dency in 1876 is certainly a stroke beyond 
ordinary expectation. The nonination of Mayor 
Havemeyer or Mayor Colvin would be as rep- 
utable; yet the Convention seriously adopted 
a resolution which bespattered Hartranft with 
praise; and commended him “ to an enthusiastic 
and hearty support fora position which he is 
so well qualified to adorn.” The phrase quoted 
is, of course, a reflection on President Grant. 
Gov. Hartranft could only be expected to adorn 
the White House by comparison with the pres- 
ent incumbent,—a reflection which we are not 
disposed to countenance. 


THE COST OF A SECRET. 

Mr. Beecher, in the last statement made by 
him, introduces in the controveray, for the first 
time, a mention of blackmail,—the payment of 
money for silence. This suggestion revives the 
various other special scandals founded upon the 
payment, or supposed payment, of money for 
silence in regard to the Tilton accusation. This 
quarrel between Beecher and Tilton broke out 
in December, 1870, and it was not until May, 
1871, that the Woodbulls, through (as they said) 
Laura Cuppy Smith, Mre. Stanton, Mrs. Hooker, 
Miss Anthony, and other members of the 
Women’s-Rights party, gathered the various de- 
tails of the stories in circulation among the per- 
sonal friends and intimates of Mrs. Tilton. 
Having by May, 1871,—six months after 
Tilton’s accusation of Beecher,—obtained 
enough information, the Woodhull, through 
an advertisement in the New York World, 
announced the fact that she was aware 
that a distinguished ciergyman was living 
with the wife of another distinguished person- 
age, and that she would soon publish the partic- 
ulars. On the same day she addressed a note to 
Tilton requesting an interview on urgent busi- 
ness, and, though it has not yet been disclosed, 
she doubtless sent a similar note to Mr. Beecher. 
That was the occasion of Tilton's making 
the acquaintance of this woman. She at once 
showed him her card in the World, and informed 
him that he and Beecher were the parties. Til- 
ton at that time had no money, nor has he had 
any since; nevertheless, the Woodhulls were 
induced to withhold their publication for eight- 
een months thereafter, or until November, 
1872. It is not consistent with the 
blackmailing policy of that family to sup- 
pose that their silence was not the result of a 
pecuniary consideration. They unquestionably 
made some person pay down handsomely, be- 
sides compelling Tilton to personal and profes- 
sional services of a most humiliating character. 
Who paid the Woodhull family for that long si- 
lence? That is one of the questions which per- 
haps will be disclosed, now that the blackmail 
business has been fairly opened. Moulton evi- 
dently knows how and by what means that pub- 
lication was 80 long delayed. 

The next stage in the matter was the indictment 
of these women and their imprisonment. After 
a season of this kind of coercion, in which they 
were defiant, there was a sudden change of poli- 
cy. The prison doors were opened, ths Wood- 
hull woman, and Blood, and the old and young 
Claflins, were all set free, and were dispatched to 
California. Up to this time all the stories of the 
scandal included a statement that the Woodhulls 
held numerous letters of Mr. Beecher. 80 
strongly was this story urged that, in the sum- 
mer of 1873, Mr. Beecher published a notice that 
the Woodhull was at liberty to publish any letter 


| of his that she might hold. But this brave and 


manly defiance by Mr. Beecher wae not allowed 
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to go unimpeached. It wae then dedlared and 
published by those professing to be in the inner 
circle of the Blood-Woodhull plunderers, that 
he had purchased from her all his letters except 
three unimportant ones. Mr. Beecher, in his 
examination, states that she has these three 
letters. Mr. Beecher states that in June, 1873, 
he raised $5,000 fh cash by a mortgage on his 
house, to pay to Moulton, which Moulton was 
to pay to Tilton to keep Tilton quiet. It is, 
perhaps, from the coincidence in dates between 
the time of raising this money by mortgage 
and the time at which it is alleged he paid the 
Woodhulls $5,000 cash, and promised to pay the 
same sum at a later date, that the story of hav- 
ing paid the Woodhulls anything was assumed. 

Hardly had the scandal broken cut again 
when the cars brought back from California 
Blood, the Woodhull, and the Claflins, old and 
young, of several generations. They clamored 
to be allowed to testify, and blustered through 
the papars what they could tell. In the very 
heat of the excitement, these impecunious 
people suddenly became silent, and the whole 
family took passage by steamer for Switzerland. 
Who furnished the money, and the large sum, to 
send these people away? Whois interested in 
having them go away at this time, and willing to 
expend perhaps $10,000 or $20,000 for that 
purpose ? 

We have already had the allegation that the 
girl living iu Tilton’s house was sent away to 
the West and educated; but there are conflict- 
ing stories as to the cause of her being sent 
away, and as to who paid her board and school- 
ing. Tilton says that she had beard of Mrs. 
Tilton’s conduct with Beecher, and was sent 
away and kept at school by Beecher, at Beecher’s 
expense, Moulton being the paymaster. On the 
other hand, it is alleged that Tilton had at- 
tempted improprieties with her, and, to protect 
her, she was sent “away to school, Tilton 
paying the bill. The fact that the girl's silence 
was thus secured by an expenditure of money 
brings this case under the general one of black - 
mail, and, added to all the other items, renders 
it possible that, from December, 1870, down to 
the final explosion, the maintenance of a secret 
which seems to have been in fact known to many 
has been a most costly proceeding. Mr. Beecher 
owns up to $7,000,—how much more, he does not 
say. Perhaps Moulton can give in dollars and 
cents the cost of keeping the secret, whatever 
that secret was. 


Ls THE EXPOSITION, 

At the last meeting of the Directors of the 
forthcoming Exposition in this city, the reports 
were stated to be very promising. The same 
reports were made, however, in the meetings 
preliminary to the Exposition of last fall, and 
yet it was by no means a great artistic success. 
It is easy enough at any time to fill the Exposi- 
tion building with goods and wares from this 
city, especially when the exhibitors have the priv- 
lege of sale and the advantage of a great crowd 
to induce them to exhibit. But this does not 
answer the purposes of an Exposition or fulfill 
the public want. The Exposition should repre- 
sent progress in all braaches of art and science, 
and the proper inducements should be offered to 
attract articles for exhibition from places outside 
of Chicago. There should be other attractions 
besides the goods to make the place one 
of publie entertainment. The last Expo- 
sition was simply a collection of goods such 
as may be seen any day in the year in the shop- 
windows on State or Lake streets. It was only 
a great variety store. This mistake should be 
avoided this year. In the Art Department there 
are clearly signs Of progress, and there is good 
reason to believe that the gallery will present 
one of the richest and most varied collections of 
genuine works of art ever seen here, in place of 
the cheap daubs which disgraced the gallery last 
year. Such a collection will do a great work for art, 
which was never at so low an ebb in this city as 
now. It will awaken an interest in pictures, 
help correct the public taste, which has been 
vitiated by the almost daily public sales of 
daubs since the fire, and encourage the artists 
here to renewed exertions. The failure of last 
year, which was a disgraceful one, has evidently 
stirred up the Art Committee to go to work. In 
like manner the general failure of last year 
should stir up all the committees to improve 
their respective departments and make the Ex- 
position something besides a mere store for the 
sale of standard goods. The whole West should 
be lyvied upon, if necessary, for articles to make 
the Exposition Leautiful, attractive, and enter- 
tain g. instead of having it filled with branch 
stores fitted up by South Side dealers for the 
sale of their wares. 


WORK FOR YOUNG MEN IN OHIO. 
The new Constitution which the voters of Ohio 
have just rejected contained one section, submit- 
ted separately, providing for minority representa- 
tion in the election of the Judges of one court. 
Thi provision was defeated by a greater ma- 
jority than that against the Constitution as a 
whole. The Democrats oppored it because they 
are in power and do not wish to give their 
opponents representation on the Bench. The 
Republicans opposed it because they hope to 
come into power soon, when they will want to 
play the grab game themselves. Considerations 
of party expediency have thus overruled those 
of public policy, The plan of minority repre- 
sentation proposed was a cumbrous one, but it 
was better than none. Its defeat opens 
a field of work, which the young men 
of Ohio ean enter with hope. Minori- 
ty representation is democracy tempered with 
justice. The five or six plans of effecting it, 
though unequal in merit and different in prac- 
tice, are all easily comprehensible. Because the 
subject has not been studied, it is thought to be 
dificult. There is need of a crusade against 
popular ignorance on this point. Old men can- 
not be expected to lead it. They have be- 
come habituated to the practice of having 
1,000 votes utterly stifle 999. Moreover, 
they are nearly all actively identified with 
one or the other of the two fossil parties that 
are still striving for mastery. They look at all 
political questions from the party standpoint. 
Show them tha¥ minority representation would 
make a Legislature what it professes to be—an 
accurate representation of its aggregate con- 
stituency—and they will instantly think, not 
whether the system is just or unjust, but how it 
would affect the party supremacy in their county 
or district. Minority representation is new. 
New men must advocate it. Practical arguments 
in ite favor can be erswn from England and Lili- 
nois. Arguments of theory are all-abundant. 
The sooner it is tesd the better. The young 
men of Ohio whoare longing for something to 
do in the world of politics can find in this their 
best chance. The success ofthe idea may not 
put them in the State Legislature or on the State 
Bench. If they advocate it only for that, they 
deserve to fail. But there is hope that it will 
put better men in ali elective offices. It will be 
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2 roh property actually 
used for purposes of worship aad not simply as 
® means of income to an ecclesiastical organiza- 
tion, is a subject on which there is 1 difference 
of opinion. We have repeatedly maintained, in 
the columns of Tux Tarsus, that such property 
should be taxed. But whatever room there 
may be for parties to disagree on this question, 
surely there is none, or at least should be none, 
as to the propriety of taxing property belonging 
to an ecclesiastical organization but not actually 
used by them asa place of worship. Bishop 
Hennessy, Roman Catholic Bishop of Dubuque, 
owns in that city, among other property, a block 
known as “Bishop's Block.” It is one of the 
finest pieces of property in the city, and is cov- 
ered with residences and business houses. 
Bishop Hennessy insisted that this proper- 
ty was free from taxes under the law 
exempting church property, and accordingly ro- 
fused to pay the taxes. A man by the name of 
Hintrager became possessed of a tax-title to the 
property. The Bishop disputed his right, and 
through his representatives proposed to settle 
with him. He offered to pay him the principal 
and interest of the taxes paid by him, besides 
the penalty fixed by law; to pay the costs of the 
suit; to pay all expenses aud taxable costs in- 
curred by Hintrager in the liugation; to pay his 
attorney's fees and $2,000 cash as a bonus. This 
basis of settlement Hintrager refused. Nothing 
short of half the valuable block will satisfy him. 
There is no doubt but that the courts will hold 
the tax-sale valid. 

The Bishop, in his too great anxiety for the 
temporal welfare of his Church, has learned a 
very useful but a very dear lesson. He ought to 
have been satiafied with the exemptions which 
the law made in favor of his Church, without try- 
ing to stretch its meaning beyond the letter. 
When the disposition to tax all church property 
is so great, prelates should be thankful even for 
small favors. Other prelates aud Churches may 
profit by the mistake of the Right Rev. Mr. Hen- 
nessy, Bishop of Dubuque. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF OUR TARIFF. 

Mr. Thomas Brassey, M. P., in delivering his 
address as President of the Co-operative Con- 
gress that met at Halifax, England, last April, 
touched incidentally upon the American tariff 
in its relation to English labor. He calculated 
that wages are 25 per cent higher on this side of 
the Atlantic. This increase of cost in one ele- 
ment of production adds, however, only 5 or 6 
per cent to the valuaof the product. If the 
protective duties were suddenly repealed, this 
difference of ultimate cost would make the im- 
portation of British goods pay, and our subsi- 
dized industries would be grievously shaken. 
But if the duties we impose on raw materials 
shoald be repealed, our manufacturers could get 
their goods in the raw at lower rates. The cost of 
living, aud consequently the apparent, though 
not the real, wages of labor. would be reduced. 
Then, says Mr. Brassey, “the present advan- 
tages of the British manufacturer would cease, 
and there would no longer be a sufficient margin 
to cover the cost of exportation from this coun- 
try to America.” These views are well worthy 
of our attention. Mr. Brassey is one of the 
largest employers and wealthiest capitalists in 
England. He speaks whereof he knows. 

No sane revenue-reformer proposes to abol- 
ish all our duties at one fell swoop. A great 
abuse puts out roots in all directions. It must 
be removed by degrees. What we need is a 
gradual lowering of duties, such as the famous 
Compromise-Tariff bill of 1833 brought about. 
The taxes on raw materials are especially ob- 
noxious, and could safely be removed 
at a more rapid rate than the otbers. 
Great Britain, which in 1842 exacted 
imposts on 1,130 articles of import, now collects 
a greater revenue by taxing less than twenty-five. 
Under free trade her industries and her com- 
merce have thriven. Under miscalled protec 
tion, our industries have had a sickly growth 
that leaves them exposed to collapse at any mo- 
ment of passing stringency in the money-market, 
aod our commercial marine has been driven 
from the ocean. Our high tariff was an unwise 
war-measure, hastily adopted to meet the ex- 
igencies caused by the War. The state of 
affairs that was ignorantly supposed to make 
it necessary bas long since ended. We have 
worn our fetters too long. Free trade will make 
us free. : 


RAILWAY-REFORM IN ENGLAND. 

The phazes of the railway question are num- 
berless, The grounds of complaint against rail- 
way corporations are as various as the wants to 
which they minister. As carriers of freight, it 
is urged they swindle the public; as carriers of 
passengers, they imperil life and limb; as 
carriers of cattle, they are guilty of 
cruelty to animals; as carriers of ex- 
plosive materials, they are guilty of the most 
culpable aegligence. Nor are the complaints 
against the railway corporations confined to any 
one country. The Granger movement in this 
country, and the course pursued by publicists 
like Chief-Justice Redfield, are the two chief 
expressions of antagonism to the present method 
of running the roads. The former is the 
political expression, the latter the intellectual ; 
and both point in the same direction. 

In Englaud the same disposition toward the 
railways is observable. Some few months ago, 
the London Pall Mall Budget pointed out the 
necessity of sume organization in the interests 
of the public to encounter the enormous power 
of the railway companies,—an organization “ too 
powerful to be beaten by the longer purse 
or sileuced for want of authority.” Such a 
power is needed, says the Pall Mall, for the rea- 
son that causes of complaint against the railway 
monopolists are arising daily, and that there is 
no means of bringing the force of public opinion 
to bear upon them. There are complaints on 
account of accidents, complaints on account of 
the deiays, the risks, and irregularities of the 
goods traffic ; on account of the sufferings of 
animals under the arrangement of their con- 
veyance by rail. These are wrongs of a public 
kind. There is no redress for them. The law 
affords no remedy for the wrong, or, where it 
does, the injured party has seldom the means to 
engage in litigation for the proteetion of his 
rights. To remedy the evil pointed out by the Pall 
Mall, and to bring the force of public opinion 
more directly to bear on the railway corporations 
in England, the “Society for the Protection of 
Railway Travelers was organized. The Duke 
of Manchester is President of the Society. A 
body of rules has been drawn up for its govern- 
ment. In order to give the organization as wide 
a basis as possible, the annual rate of subscrip- 
tion has been fixed at five shillings. The Sodie- 
ty’s object is to labor for the diminution of risks 
arising out of causes within the control of the 
companies, such as delays, insufficiency of per-

THE GOVERNMENT BANKS OF SWITZEER- 
LAPD. 

In very many Swiss viisges, banks have been 
established by a sort of joint Government and 
labor action. The State guarantees the safety 
of the deposits. Very small sums are received. 


fixed sum per week. The minimum is 19.cents. 
The maximum is $10. This payment must be 
continued for three years. After the deposit 
amounts to $1, interest is paid upon it 
at the rate of 44¢ percent. This is equivalent 
to 8 or 9 percent here. These organizations do 
ali sorte of banking business, but devote them- 
selyes mainly to one specialty. Depository are 
entitled to loans, equal to 75 per ceut of the sum 
to their credit, at any time, They are required 
to pay 6 per cent interest. Some of the banks 
oblige the men receiving these loans to repay 
them by one-tenth every month. They also loan 
capital to co-operative associations formed 
among their depositors. In such cases, the buai- 
ness is put under the control of the bank until 
the advanees are repaid. In the Canton of 
Vaud, co-operative societies have been organized 
by the agency of two of these banks among 
tailors, tin-workers, printers, painters, and 
plasterers. At the end of three years, s 
depositor receives the sum to his credit, with 
the interest that has accumolated during that 
time, and a proportionate share of the profits of 
the bank. He may then, if he chooses, reinvest 
it in $20 shares, which bear interest at 1 per 
cent and entitle him to a larger proportion of 
the profits than the non-stockholding depositor 
receives. The first of these Government banks 
was founded in 1865. They have all been suc- 
cessful, though some have, of course, outstripped 
others. The first one in the Canton of Vaud 
was started in 1867. It then had ninety-three 
members and $175 of capital. At present ita 
capital is $13,000. It does an average weekly 
business of $6,000. 

Such experiments must be regarded with 
caution. Banking is not one of the functions of 
Government. Considerations of utility may, 
however, make it so. The plan is said to work 
well in Switzerland. Saving is promoted and 
depositors who are in temporary difficulties are 
relieved from the necessity of sacridcing their 
scanty possessions by being enabled to get loans 
at fair rates of interest. The Post-Office 
savings—banks of Great Britain are also said to 
bave had very beneficial results. 


A DOUBLE MURDER. 

The beauties of the code of honor in the South 
have been once more exemplified, and this time 
in a Very summary manner. A duel was fought 
on the 18th inst., in St. James Parish, Louisiana, 
between Dr. Gray, a member of the Legislature, 
aud Mr. Richard, a Deputy Sheriff. Two shots 
were fired without result, but the third wae fatal 
to both the combatants. The wretched animosi- 
ties of the parizh politics provoked the hostile 
meeting between these two men, who had been 
life-long residents of the parish and warm per- 
sonal friends for many years. The war between 
the two factions of the Republican party in the 
parish had been espoused by the twomen. They 
taunted each other with cowardice, and, because 
two other parties between whom a challenge 
had passed would not fight, they went out upon 
the field to convince the world that they at least 
were not cowards, and shot each other, leaving 
their families to look out for themselves and a 
life-long wretchedness as a souvenir to their 
children. The duel occurred in a locality which 
bas long been notorious for murders of this 
kind,—murders which have increased so rapidly 
of late that the Governor of Mississippi but a 
short time ago directed ti District Attorneys to 
enforce the laws of the State against all dugjists 
who came there from Louisiana, and to put 
them upon trial for murder. This healthy sign 
| of improvement in public morality has been 
shown in many parts of the South, but in Louis- 
iana, and especiallyin the vicinity of New Orleans, 
dueling is an affair of almost daily occurrence, 
with more or less fatal results. No law is en- 
forced against it, and the survivor of the deed 
barely escapes canonization for his bloody work. 
In this case, there is no one left to canonize, 
and it is highly probable, therefore, that the 
duel will be forgotten in s few days. 80 far as 
the principals are concerned, the loss is not so 
great as to cause very general mourning in the 
world at large. It might indeed be a positive 
benefit to the State if all the radical politicians, 
carpet-baggers, and bummers of that State 
would pair off and shoot each other. We doubt 
whether any one would object to it, so long 
as it did not involve suffering for those 
left behind. The State would be well 
rid of a precious set of rascais, and there might 
then be some hopes of good and orderly govern- 
ment in Louisiana. This is the only useful pur- 
pose which we ean conceive would attach to 
dueling in that afflicted State. But there is no 
hope that this class of men will prove so self- 
sacrificing as to offer themselves up on the altar 
of their State’s peace or their own individual 
honor. It is rather remarkable. that even two 
should have been found willing to take the 
chances of forever yielding up the opportunity 
of wrangling over politics ia Louisiana. As the 
authorities do not care to interpose their 
power, there no reason to suppose 
that the sanguinary result of this duel 
will prevent other fools, overburdened with 
honor and chivalry, from sbooting at one an- 
other for absurd and imaginary affronts. 80

The name of Bessemer is likely to be remem- 
bered kindly by travelers by ses as weil as land. 
In addition to the process of making cheap steel- 
rails which bas rendered tbe name familiar to 
every English-speaking traveler, there is another 
invention with which it will be associated. 
Hitherto the Bessemer swinging state-room for 
passenger steamers has been merely a matter of 
theory. It was put out by the inventor some 
two years ago, but never, so far as is known, 
having received a practical test, it has been lost 
sight of by the general public. The vessel 
which has been constructed in England for 
crossing the Straits of Dover contains, among 
other novelties of coustruction, a swinging saloon 
70 feet in length and upusually high. Its weight 
is borne by four large bearings, one st each end 
and twe atthe centre. Itis entirely under the 
control of the machinery invented by Mr. Besse- 
mer, and will, it is claimed, be absolutely free 
from motion. The vessel itself is built with s 
view to reducing the pitching and rolling so dis- 
agreeable to travelers, and the swinging saloon 
will counteract whatever may remain of the ten- 
dency to sway. The success of the experiment 
will probably diminish the discomforts of ocean- 
travel greatly. The chopping swell of the Straits 
is said to be more disagreeable than the roll of 
the Atlantic, and what will defy the one will 
guarantee comfort on the other.

50,000 Negative Majority. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicace T'ribune, 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 19.— Dispatches received 
here up to midnight of Tuesday Wndicated that 
the new Constitution had been carried by a con- 
siderable majority. The first returns were from 
the larger towns and cities, and nearly all gave 
heavy affirmative majorities, Cincinnati returning 
@ majority of 11,529, and Cleveland 8,569 in favor 
of the new instrument. Upon these indications 
friends of the Constitution counted a sure vic- 
tory. Later in the night returns from the coun- 
try began to arrive, and completely changed the 
aspect of the case. Before morning it was ap- 
parent thet the counties would far out- 
weigh the city vote, and that the 
Constitution was defeated by a large 
majority. Returus still come in slowly, but they 
are allone way. Trumbull County gives a ma- 
jority of 2,240 against the Constitution, and 


Tuscarawas 2,070 om the same side. Hardly any 
county heard from this afternoon 
gives less than a tnousand nega- 


|} tive majority, aud it is estimated that the 
new document, over which the Convention la- 
bored so long and earvestly, is buried under not 
less than 50,000 adverse votes. License is car- 
ried by a small majority, and the Democrats will 
now demand thai tne Legislature submit 
the license clause separatel to 
adopted and grafted on the old Constitution. 
Railr oad aid and minority representation 
are overwhelmingly defeated, the majority 
against the former being in Cleveland alone 
11,161. The defeat of the Constitution is at-

The Constitution, with its three sep- 
arate clauses, was too elaborate, and the people 
did not understand it. The result leaves Ohio 
ou the old constitutional grouud for twenty 
years to come. 

CNN RAT, Aug. 19.— The majority for the 
Constitution in Cincinnati was 5,703; the ma- 
jority for license, 10,904. In addition to those 
telegraphed last night, twenty-three other towns 
and tuwnships ia the southwestern portion of 
the State give 2,896 majority against the Consti- 
tution, and 982 majority for license.

INSURANCE NEWS. 

The hot-blast southwes:er which swept over 
this city all day yesterday caused the ucmost 
Unéasiness among the insurance men in this 
éity. They were looking out the entire day for 
another conflagration, but luckily no fire of any 
consequence Occurred, The fire which raged at 
Joliet did not affect the agencies in tnis city, as 
most companies ba ve local agencice in that city. 
The feeling among the Eastern insurance com- 
paaies in regard to Chicago insurance business 
is still very bad, and it is almost an impossibility 
to get any risks in tue better class of companies. 
Most of them are cutting down their lines, 
and refuse to take more risks until the 
Common Council aod the Fire Commissioners 
comply with the demands of the National 
Board. Although no new companies have lately 
withdrawn, stili there is a possibility that they 
will withdraw en masse should the authorities 
pérsist in their present inactivity. 

A reporter of the Insurance Monitor, of New 
York, was in the city yesterday, aud was inter- 
viewing most of the prominent insurance agents. 
He put to them & regular set of questions, such 
as what were the chances of another conflagra- 
tion; how would another large fire affect the 
business of this city ; how could the Fire De- 
partment, as at present organized, compete with 
a large conflagration, etc. The answers he re- 
eeived were very unsatisfactory, and his report 
will still hetehten the present depressed feeling. 

Mr. Mark Howard, President of the National 
Intzurauce Company of Hartford, was also in thé 
city looking over the field, and he expressed him- 
self greatly diseatisfied with the present state of 
affairs, — — 2 that his 14 would cer- 
tainiy withüärad if nothing done. Mr. 
Hindee, the President of the Eins of Hartford, 
is expected here next week see whether it 
would not be best to withdraw.

BISHOP WHITEHOUSE. 
THE STANDARD. 
The last number of the Siandard ( Baptist) has 
an editorial on the late Bishop Whitehouse, from 


Which the following is taken: 

Those who knew Bishop Whitehouse in Rochester, 
or who, coining upon the fle Id there after him, had or- 
casion io mark the traces he left behind, were prepar- 
ed to understand as others might not his course in the 
bigher sphere of official service filled by him in the 
West. There have been times when a great man 
people in Lilinois looked upon him as a cold, hard, 
overbearing map, with the very epirit of an inquisitor 
and a persecutor. He was not t. But he was one 
Of those men whose ideas of official life would be very 
likely to shrink within the limits of the offictal sphere, 
and whom conscientious views of duty would predis- 
pose to. insist upon the most rigid construction of 4 
church creed or a church farm, He was a kinder man 
than he seemed, and a rigorous one because he believed 
he ought to be. We 22 think that iu any of th 
cases where he came collision with clergymen of 
hie diocese, he was 2 by & spirit of persect- 
tion, The recognition, wever, as pestor, of 80 
much Christian excellence as he might find among the 
members of other communions than bis own, and tol- 
eration, as Bishop, of the omission of some matter of 
ritual observance on the part of his clergy, were two 
thitigs very unlike each other, A man With many 
getiervus impnises, and tm one sphere of service 
capable of a very wide Christian sympathy and recog- 
nition; but fetale, unvending, rigorous, almost 
tyrannical, 

We do not, for elves, of course, believe that it 
was ever intended the Christian ministry, im any 
sphere of its service, should afford . tor 

e development or the exercise of such qualities as 
these last allndéd to. In England, os Bishop is ad 
dressed a8 “my Lord”; in America we have what is 
im plied in the title so used, but without the title. The

deed are flatly inconsistent with that 
appears there of the éssential relations, mutually, of 
the Gospel ministry. All ye ate btethren.” Nor is 
Church harmony promoted by lodging with a certain 
effice in it this opportunity for the exercise of arbi- 
trary power. Self-governed churches tometimes 
manage their affairs so badly as to almost discredit 
their republican forme. The history of the Lilinois 
Diocese, under the administtation of Bishop White- 
house, proves that the High-Church — affords 
no help in the ease, The Church difficulty which, of 
all others in the West during this period, has ooca- 
sioned most of unpleasant comment, and proved mort 
inveterate, is of the Lilinois Bishop with the Chi- 
eago pastor whose name for a long time was made to

THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


The Coming General Conven- 
tion. 


Present State of the Church—Party 
Spiritin the Various Dicceses—High 
Church and Low Church—Ritualism 
—Increase of the Episcopate. 

from the New York Times, Aug. 18. 

The approaching General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, to be held in this 
city in October next, will, wishout doubt, be one 
of the most, if not the most, important in the 
history of that large and wealthy communion. 
For months public expectation, both in and out 
uf the Church, has been looking forward to the 
coming Council with an interest which no simt- 
lar event in late years has awakened. The 
causes 0. this widespread feeling are not new. 
‘The largest portion of them have been develop- 
ing for years, and even generations. It is true 
that recent events have to a large extent added 
to the popular interest, The Cummins move- 
ment andthe De Koven controversy over the 
Wisconsin Bishopric have each in turn contribut- 
ed their share. Add to these the endless differ- 
ences on the subject of Ritualism, differences 
which a not incousiderable portion of tae Church 
declare to be threatening its existence, and the 
season for this feeling is perfectly clear. 

At the present moment the Church may be 
said to number four distinct schools—the 
* h. the “ Ritualistic,” the Low,” and 
the Conservative, or what in England would be 
called the Broad” Church school. The former 
comprises the whole of that class which enter- 
tains an exalied opinion of the rights and pri vi- 
leges of the Church, aud views with alarm any 
attempt to sink her exclusive claims to the level 
of other Protestant bodies. With them the 
Church is something more than a mere re- 
ligious organization; it is the sacred and ex- 
pressed institution of ite founder, possess- 
ing, through the grace of Dime right 
and the Apostolical succesvion. an exclusive 
claim on tbe affection and obedience of her 
children. Trinity is a gord specimen of 
this class. Ritualism is several grades higher 
than the highest of the High, and, as is well 
known, approximated more nearly to Roman 
Catholicism than to the Protestant’ Church, 
to which its partisans profess to belong. Of 
pronounced Rituahstic churches there are leas 
than a dozen in this country—St. Albau's, St. 
Ignatius’, and St. Mary the Virgin’s, in this city, 
and St. Clement's. in Poiladelphia, being promi- 
nent examples, ‘ Los“ Churchmanship, or the

Boston are its chief strongholds. Finally, 
the Conservative, or, Broad Church, which 
shuns either extreme and inclines to the widest 
possible toleratiou, may be said to compose 
the working majority of the Church at 
large. In fact, there is no religious body in the 
world, certainly in America, more comprehensiye 
than the Protestant Episcopal Church. From 
the most advanced of quasi-Romanists down 
to the extreme forms of Protestantism, it is the 
boast of the Anglican Communion that it em- 
bodies more diverse schools and admits of wider 
extremes of belief than my Sie similar body 
in history. In essentials, unity; in non- 
essentials, liberty,” bas been its motto, and 
while to some extent productive of the clash of 
opinions, there is little doubt that this system 
has greatly accelerated its progress in both 
countries. The question which, above all 
others, engrosres the Church at the pres- 
ent time is the question of Ritualiem. 
This has been the case, more or less, with each 
Convention during the past decade. Beginning 
in 1833 with the Tractarian movement, that cloud 
hardly the bigness of a man’s hand, Ritualism 
has latterly grown to be tae overshadowing topic 
amoug churchmen on both sides of the Atlantic. 
At each American Convention during the past 
decade the question of its legality has been 
broached, but without decisive result. The Con- 
vention of 1868, in New York, relegated the 
whole matter to the Bishops, who issued a pas- 
toral lecter defining their views upon the subject. 
Iu the session of 1571, at Baltimore, substantial- 
nf the same maveuvers were goue through with, 
the pressure in each case being in favor of the 
Low Church against Ritualism. On both of these 
occasions the existing causes were of much lees 


| magnitude than those which now operate. The 


secession of Bishop Cummins and the organiza- 

ion of the Reformed Episcopal Church, small 
as it is in numbers, bas affected two large so- 
tions of churchdom, though in an opposite man- 
per. On the High Church party it has produced 
a determination to rigidly maintain the safe- 
guards which they assert are the only barriers 
agains: further movements of a like character, 
while to the Lon brethren it has demonstra- 
ted the necessity fora removal of those stum- 
biing blocks that have already proved so fatal, 
and which they claim cootinually threaten the 
peace and quiet of the Church. Soon 
after the Cummins movement, and as if ex- 
pressly torekindle whatever animosity that event 
may have awakeued, came the De Koven contro- 
versy over the Bishopric of Wisconsin. In this 
case the disturbing cause was the supposed 
views of the rejected candidate upon the ques- 
tion of transubstantiation, and which were gen- 
erally understood to approximate more closely 
to Romanism than the language of the Thirty- 
nine Articles admitted. In fact, the doctrine of 
the real presence, as held by the Ritualists, is 
confessedly similar to that of Rome. To preveut 
by legislation tbe avowal and practice of this 
belief withiu the pale of the Church is one of the 
chief objects of the advanced Low Churchmen. 
Anotber much-desired reform is the modifi- 
cation of the baptismal office, by which the 
much mooted declaration of baptismal regenera- 
tion may be rendered optional with the officiat- 
ing clergyman. 

THE CONVENTIO¥ AND ITS MEMBERS. 

The Convention itself meets trieunially, and is 
composed of the House of Bishops, comprising 
all Diocesan and Missionary Bish and the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies. The last 
consists of four clergymen and four laymen from 
each of the forty-one dioceses, and are appoint- 
by the local conventions of the same. The House 
of Bishops holds its sessions for the most part 
in secret, except in the case of matters of a pub- 
lic character, when the doors are thrown open. 
In chis respect it resembles the House of Lords 
in the British Parliameni. The eldest of the 
Bishops in point of consecration presides over its 
deliberations, and from this fact is termed the Pre- 
siding Bishop. At present the prelate filling this 
position is the Rt. Rev. Benjamio Bosworth 
South, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of Kentucky, con- 
secrated in 1832, The Secretary of the Upper 
House is the Rev. Henry C. Potter, D. D., Rec- 
tor of Grace Church, in this city, and the As- 
sistant Secretary the Rev. William Tatloc«, of 
Stamford, Coun. The Secretary of the House 
of Clerical and Lay Deputies is the Rev. William 
Stevens Perry, D. D., of Geneva, and the Sec- 
ond Aseistant-Secre the Rev. George 8. Mal- 
lory, of Hartford, Conn. The duties of the 
Convention are to legislate for the Church in the 
United States, much after the method by which 
Congrees makes laws for the government of the 
country. Its legislation is restrcted in the 
same manner, by a constitution which defices 
the nature and extent of its powers, and 
provides that the Convention can make no 
changes in the same until the proposed 
amendment has been adopted by one general 
convention, submitted to all the dioceses, and 
again adopted in another vonvention, The rule 
holds good in the cage of the liturgy and canons, 
so that, in addition to an indefinable period of 
agitation, at least six years of conunued legis- 
lation are required to affect any of the changes 
desired by the various parties. This of itself 
would be an effectual barrier Po. see hasty 
action, without the additional eguards by 
which the consent of each of the three orders in 
the Convention—Bi clergy, and laity—is 
required to all its o acts. In the ap- 
session the Bishops will namber 

, the clerical delegates 164, and the 
lay deputies the same. All, or nearly all, of 
the diocesan conventions, with the exception of 
that of New York, which meets on the last 
Wednesday in September, have already desig- 
nated their respective representatives. Seven 
of. the forty-one dioceses, viz., Central New 
York, Bishop Huntington; Western New York, 

Coxe; Pennsylvania, Bishop Stevens; 
V ia, Birhop Johns; Massachusetts, Bishop 
ook; Delaware, Bishop Lee; and Rhode 
Island, Bisbop Clark, have adopted reso- 
lutions against the “‘extreme practices” com- 
mouly known as ritualistic, and appointed as 
delegates to the General Convention men known 
to be more or less identified with Low Church 
principles.

The Fire at Tene des. 
From the London Times, 
It is the fashiou to bestow a large amount of 
pity ow the inhabitants of Chicago every time 
that city is burned down, and no doubt the m- 
habitants of any city which is destroyed by fire 
about once a moath are deserving of sympathy ; 
but the sufferings of the dwellers in Chicago are 
not to be compared with those of the dweilers in 
obscure towns and villages, whose misfortunes, 
when a general conflagration occurs, do not at- 
tract the same amount of public attention. The 
unfortunate sufferers by lace fire at Tenedos 
appear, bv the account of the Dardanelles corre- 
spondent of the Levant Herald, to bein great 
distress. Out of upward of 800 houses only 
sixty-two bave escaped destruction, many of 
the inhabitants have been ruined, and 
the misery of the poorer classes 
is complete. More than 500,000 okes of wine 
(the staple product of the island) have been de- 
etroyed, and, worse still, the large vats in which 
are left to ferment, and the casks in 


also. Thv vintage, however, upon which most 
Teuediots are dependent, promises to be abun- 
dant ; but the grapes Will be ripe in less than 
three months, and, unless extraordinary exer- 
tions are made at once to provide the means of 
making and storing the wine, the damage al- 
ready occasioned by the fire will be dou and 
a heavy lose entailed on the Imperial Turkish 
Government.
